Good  Morning 

As  you  are  probably  very  aware,  the  situation  with  the  mines  leaking  into  the  water 
in  Southern  Colorado  is  not  good. 

I would  like  to  propose  a possible  solution  to  helping  the  water  and  the  town. 

Similar  to  a backpacker's  water  filter,  I'm  wondering  if  a series  of  flow  through  dams 
composed  of  charcoal,  sand,  or  excelsior  would  help?  The  dams  themselves  would 
be  contaminated  but  they  could  be  removed  and  replaced.  Water  could  be 
redirected  through  eddies  or  rocks  added  at  certain  points  to  increase  or  decrease 
flow. 

I realize  that  this  a huge  river  but  at  least  certain  elements  would  be  removed  which 
would  help  for  long  term.  Excelsior  is  produced  30  miles  west  of  the  river  and  would 
be  easily  accessible. 
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The  process  itself  would  turn  part  of  the  river  banks  into  a heavy  equipment  zone 
with  bulldozers  and  cranes.  It  would  be  like  giving  the  river  surgery  or  dialysis.  And 
worth  every  attempt.
